Stockholm,  Augufr  iz. 

"  We,  Guftavus,  king  of  Sweden 
&c.  &c.  do  by  ihefe  prcfents  make  ic 
known  to  our  faithful  fubje&s,  that  we 
have  been  attacked  by  the  EmpreTs 
ol"  Ri  i]"n.  and  therefore  neceffiiated 
pnder  the  alfifiance  of  God,  foi  the 
fatcty  of  our  kingdoms,  and  rhat  of 
our  faith  lui  fubjc&s,  immediately  10 
take  up  arms,  and  wc  find  ouriclvcs 
obliged  hereby  to  declare,  that  the  in 
.teicourfc  of  ailfhipping,  trade,  and  nc- 
gociation  of  bills  of  exchange,  under 
whatever  name  it  may  be,  from  and  to 
Ruflia,  and  their  provinces  havens,  ci- 
ties, and  places,  (hall,  from  the  date  of 
Ihefe  prefents,  totally  ceafe,  under  pain 
of  death. 

•'It  is  our  Will  and  -pleauire,  that 
our  governor-general  in  Pomerania,  our 
field  marihals,  generals,  admirals,  and 
all  who  commanded  by  fea  and  land, 
do  each  in  their  jurifdidtion  take  fuch 
ftcps  to  make  this  our  will  piiptlckly 
known,  and  faithfully  put  in  executi- 
on." 

Yefterday  morning  their  rftaiefties, 
the  duke  of  York,  and  the  princeffes, 
vent  to  the  hou'e  built  fire  proof  on 
Wimbledon  common,  which  was  filled 
with  combuftioles  that  were  let  on 
fire;  the  flame  from  which  were  ve- 
ry rapid,  but  had  not  the  fmalleft  cf- 
feft  whatever :  The  ceiling  of  the  room,
